MOTION 

On Wednesday, July 15,2020, the West Los Angeles Area Planning Commission (WLA APC) considered 
an appeal of Case No. ZA-2012-3354-CUB-CU-CDP-MEL-WD1-SPP-SPR-1A including a Conditional 
Use Beverage, Conditional Use Permit, Coastal Development Permit, Environmental Impact Report, 
Mello Act Determination, Waiver of Dedication and/or Improvement, Specific Plan Project Compliance, 
and Site Plan Review for a project located at 1011 Electric Avenue and 1021-1051 S. Abbot Kinney 
Boulevard in Venice. 

The project would authorize the demolition of a 2,442 square-foot restaurant, three-single-family 
dwellings (private school), a 2,200 square-foot office, and a surface parking lot, and the construction of a 
70,310 square-foot, three-story, mixed-use development comprised of an apartment hotel having 78 guest 
rooms and 4 dwelling units, a 3,810 square-foot hotel restaurant having 2,514 square-feet of Service Floor 
area, 2,935 square feet of ground floor retail space including a market with 170 square feet of Service 
Floor area, a 1,735 square-foot spa, and 2,027 square feet of office use; a total of 175 parking spaces are 
provided at grade and within three subterranean levels, an on-street loading area on Broadway, limiting 
the use of the space for loading during the hours of 7:00 AM. to 6:00 P.M. Monday through Friday and 
10:00 AM. to 4:00 P.M. on Saturday; the project also requires excavation, grading, and approval of a haul 
route for the export of approximately 24,591.65 cubic yards of dirt, located within the single permit 
jurisdiction area of the California Coastal Zone. 

On August 7, 2020, WLA APC mailed the determination letter to partially grant/deny the appeal, however 
this is an unprecedented project in North Venice that may pose significant impacts on the community. 
This project raises substantial concerns related to traffic and pedestrian safety, historic-cultural 
preservation, affordable housing, neighborhood compatibility in a coastal zone, and potential precedent 
for the Venice Specific Plan: thus requiring further public engagement. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that, pursuant to Charter Section 245, the City Council take the necessary steps to 
assert jurisdiction over the action of the West Los Angeles Area Planning Commission on Case No. 
ZA-2012-3354-CUB-CU-CDP-MEL-WD1-SPP-SPR-1A, as outlined in the APC’s August 7, 2020, letter 
of determination. 

I FURTHER MOVE that upon assertion of jurisdiction by the City Council, that this matter be referred to 
the Planning and Land Use Management Committee.

RESOLUTION RULES, Etf CTIONS & INTERGOVERNMENTAL RELATIONS 

WHEREAS, any official position of the City of Los Angeles with respect to legislation, rules, regulations 
or policies proposed to or pending before a local, state or federal governmental body or agency must have 
first been adopted in the form of a Resolution by the City Council with the concurrence of the Mayor; 
and, 

WHEREAS, the ability to establish the Post Office is described and detailed under Article 1, Section 8. 

Clause 7 of the United States Constitution, with Benjamin Franklin serving as the first Postmaster 
General, appointed in 1775 ; and, 

WHEREAS, the COVID-19 Pandemic has changed the daily life of all Americans, including their ability 
to vote safely and without interruption in all 50 states; and, 

WHEREAS, Postmaster General Louis DeJoy was appointed in June of 2020, and immediately began 
obstructive changes at the United States Post Office, including the firing of most senior staff, removing 
post office boxes and mail sorting machines, eliminating overtime and other measures intended to keep 
mail service delivery on-time; and, 

WHEREAS, in early August the U.S. Post Office gave notice to 46 states that it could not ensure that all 
ballots cast in the November election will be delivered on time and be counted : and, 

WHEREAS, President Trump has stated his desire to privatize the functions of the U.S. Post Office, and 
on August 13th, 2020 was quoted by the Los Angeles Times stating that he would veto any funding effort 
aimed at ensuring timely and uninterrupted delivery, citing the upcoming Presidential Election; and, 

WHEREAS, Representative Carolyn Maloney, Chairwoman of the House Oversight and Reform 
Committee introduced H.R. 8015 “Delivering for America” Act, declaring that there will be no changes 
to the operation, functions, postal standards, and purpose of the U.S. Post Office that would have the 
impact of delaying mail, or allowing for the non-delivery of mail to a route, while under the COVID-19 
Pandemic declaration; and, 


WHEREAS, the Congress must act to ensure that the United States Post office succeeds in its mission to 
provide services throughout the Country; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, with the concurrence of the^vlayor, that by adoption of this 
Resolution, the City of Los Angeles hereby includes in its .20 2 0- 2 0 2 4 Federal Legislative Program 
SUPPORT for H.R. 8015 “Delivering for America” Act, which prevents arbitrary changes to the United 
States Post Office’s functions, while ensuring the timely delivery of mail and parcel delivery for all 
Americans across the country.

HOMELESSNESS AND POVERT 


MOTION 

On April 3, 2020 Governor Newsom launched Project Roomkey, an initiative to secure 
hotel and motel rooms for isolating the most vulnerable individuals experiencing homelessness 
during the COVID-19 public health crisis. The City and County have been working for months to 
secure units for vulnerable homeless individuals to be housed safely during the COVID-19 
pandemic with approximately 4,000 units occupied. 

While Project Roomkey in the City, operated by Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority 
(LAHSA), provides various services to assist the participants in maintaining safe conditions to 
prevent contracting the virus, many Project Roomkey sites lack laundry services to ensure clean 
clothing and bedding for its participants. Currently, many of the sites do not have on-site laundry 
facilities or laundry facilities in its sun-ounding area. To ensure the cleanliness and safety of the 
Roomkey participants, it is important to require that all current and future Project Roomkey sites 
in the City provide laundry facilities in cases where on-site laundry service is not available or in 
close proximity. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Council instruct the City Administrative Officer, 
with the assistance of Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority, to require that all current and 
future Project Roomkey sites in the City provide laundry facilities in cases where on-site laundry 
service is not available or in close proximity.

MOTION 

The Safe Passages Program is designed to provide a sense of safety in targeted areas, 
especially for young people traveling to and from school. Safe Passages is one of the most effective 
interventions of the South Los Angeles Community Safety Initiative (SLACS1); and it provides an 
immediate sense of safety for South Los Angeles residents. 

The City operates the Safe Passages program in partnership with Community Build Inc., 
which trains local residents to act as Community Intervention Workers (CIWs) to monitor park 
perimeters and conduct patrols throughout the park. These measures protect families traveling to 
and from designated parks and provide a community-based layer of security while residents enjoy 
park activities. 

The success of SLACSI shows that the intervention is an effective violence prevention 
strategy in parks as well. During the summer of 2019, Safe Passages successfully reduced all 
categories of violent crime in targeted South LA parks, providing that this program should be 
implemented in parks on a wide scale. This program demonstrates how community-driven public 
safety solutions can be implemented to de-escalate conflict and mitigate violence in our 
communities. 

Residents have been using public parks more frequently due to gym closures as a result of 
the COVTD-19 pandemic. It is important that the City ensure that residents can enjoy these open 
spaces safely. Providing CIWs at two more parks in Council District 8 would help to ensure that 
families feel safe in the City’s parks. The City has assured residents that public safety will be 
reimagined, in part through community-based public safety initiatives. The Safe Passages program 
is one such initiative that already exists and has improved safety in many neighborhoods in Los 
Angeles. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Administrative Officer be instructed to identify 
$220,000 in funding for hiring and training Community Intervention Workers for the Safe 
Passages Program in two South Los Angeles parks in Council District 8 that do not currently have 
Community Intervention Workers.

The rising cost of housing in Los Angeles, coupled with wage stagnation at the middle and lower end of 
the income spectrum, has led to a protracted affordability crisis. Currently, more than 60 percent of Angelenos 
rent their homes and over half spend at least 30 percent of their income on housing The city’s poorest households 
have borne the brunt of this trend, many of whom are severely rent burdened and paying more than 50 percent of 
their incomes toward rent. In spending such a large portion of their incomes on rent, these households have little 
extra money to support monthly expenses such as healthcare, childcare, groceries, transportation, and utilities. 

The economic impact of COVID-I9 as well as statewide and local public health orders have only 
exacerbated this trend. According to LAHSA, homelessness starts rising when median rents in a region exceed 
22 percent of median income and rises even more sharply at 32 percent - in Los Angeles, the median rent is over 
46 percent or nearly half of median income. For many Angelenos, however - particularly those who work in LA’s 
informal economy - these are more than statistics. As of May 9, according to research conducted by the UCLA 
Luskin Institute on Inequality and Democracy, roughly 599,000 workers in Los Angeles County had lost their 
jobs, are ineligible for unemployment insurance and have no source of income replacement. 449,000 of these 
workers live in 365,000 units of rental housing and as many as 120,000, according to the study, could end up on 
the streets when eviction safeguards expire - including up to 184,000 children. 

The City of Los Angeles has implemented a number of protections in an attempt to stave off these 
impacts, such as offering rental assistance, prohibiting water and power shutoffs, small dollar loans and grants, 
and an eviction moratorium that prevents landlords from evicting tenants during the local emergency and for 12 
months after the emergency ends for failure to pay rent if that non-payment is tied to COV1D-19. Unfortunately, 
the California Judicial Council, which oversees courts in the state, recently decided to end its emergency 
moratorium which temporarily halted legal eviction proceedings during the state’s emergency stay-at-home order. 
That moratorium expires on September 1, and while Los Angeles’ eviction moratorium remains in effect, tire 
filing of unlawful detainers, the expiration of federal unemployment benefits, mounting household debt, and the 
very real possibility of widespread evictions when the City’s moratorium ends, could result in human, health, and 
economic impacts never before experienced in Los Angeles. 

The U.S. Federal Reserve recently established the Municipal Liquidity Facility to help state and local 
governments better manage cash flow pressures and continue to serve households and businesses in their 
communities. The Facility will purchase up to $500 billion of short-term notes directly from U.S. states, counties, 
and cities with a population of at least 250,000. residents. Eligible notes are tax anticipation notes (TANs), tax 
and revenue anticipation notes (TRANs), bond anticipation notes (BANs), revenue anticipation notes (RANs), 
and other similar short-term notes, provided that they mature no later than 36 months from the date of issuance. 
Cities may borrow up to 20 percent of their gross revenues from Fiscal Year 2019. 

The debt facing renters is not something they could have anticipated, hot is it something they can be 
blamed for. Given the disproportionate household costs made up by rent in Los Angeles, the growing debt 
incurred by renters, and the need to prevent evictions and more Angelenos from entering homelessness, the City 
has a responsibility to explore all options available to provide rent forgiveness. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Administrative Officer, with the assistance of the Housing and 
Community Investment Department, be instructed to report to Council on the feasibility of applying for Municipal 
Liquidity Facility loan assistance in order to provide rent forgiveness to those within the City of Los Angeles who 
have been impacted by CO VID-19, as well as with a cost analysis and options for potential program structure and 
implementation. 

I FURTHER MOVE that the Department of Water and Power (DWP), with the assistance of the 
Ratepayer Advocate and City Administrative Officer, be requested to report to the Council on the feasibility of 
applying for Municipal Liquidity Facility loan assistance in order to provide utility related debt forgiveness to 
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ratepayers within the City of Los Angeles who have been impacted by COVID-I9, as well as with a cost analysis 
and options for potential program structure and implementation.

On August 16, 2020 The New York Times published an article: “A Private Security 
Company Is Detaining Migrant Children at Hotels”, that details the absolutely 
unacceptable act of the Trump administration using hotels across the country to hold 
migrant children and families before expelling them. 

According to the documents reviewed by The New York Times, the existence of 
the hotel detentions came to light last month, revealing information on which major 
chains are participating. Furthermore, it has exposed the fact that," because the hotels 
exist outside the formal detention system, they are not subject to policies designed to 
prevent abuse in federal custody or those requiring that detainees be provided access 
to phones, healthy food, and medical and mental health care". It is evident that the 
While House continues to violate the rights of immigrant children and families. 

While the City of Los Angeles has declared itself a City of Sanctuary and has 
reaffirmed policies that officers will not initiate police action with the purpose of 
discovering immigration status, will not honor ICE Detainer requests, and will not 
deputize local police officers as immigration officers, the City must also denounce and 
oppose the Trump Administration inhumane and cruel policies and practices attacking 
immigrant children and families. There should be absolutely no tolerance for this in 
Council District 1, the City of Los Angeles, or anywhere in the entire Country. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Attorney be requested to prepare and 
present an ordinance that would prohibit, and suspend, any certificate of occupancy for 
any hotel in Los Angeles which is being used to house and detain migrant children and 
families under the direction of private security companies.

PUBLIC SAFETY 


On the morning of August 12, 2020, the Police Department (LAPD) received a 911 call alleging that an armed 
individual was holding hostages in the home of Dr. Melina Abdullah, the co-founder of Black Lives Matter LA 
and a prominent activist against police misconduct in Los Angeles. Several police officers swarmed her street 
with guns drawn in response to a potential hostage situation, only to find out that there was no one being held 
hostage. 

This call resulted in a significant response by LAPD, who were met by a baffled and terrified Dr. Abdullah, 
who had no idea why armed police officers were outside of her family’s home. After their response, LAPD was 
able to determine that this call was likely a ‘swatting’ call targeting Dr. Abdullah and her family. ‘Swatting’ 
calls are false reports, usually alleging a violent act has occurred or armed criminals are at the scene, that are 
made by individuals seeking to draw a large armed police response to the home of an unsuspecting victim. In 
this case, the LAPD was able to determine the call was false and leave the scene. However, not all swatting 
calls end this way and there have been incidents where people have been injured or killed. 

This incident is particularly troubling, as it targeted a prominent activist against police misconduct, and may 
have been conducted by an individual trying to silence her. We are fortunate to live in a country that protects 
the right to protest- Angelenos should be confident that their protesting won't lead to violent retribution from 
police or the general public. The LAPD should report promptly on this incident and its ongoing investigation 
into the matter. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Police Department be directed to report to the City Council, the Mayor, and 
public within 21 days on the ‘swatting’ incident that occurred on Wednesday, August 12, 2020 targeting Dr. 
Melina Abdullah, the co-founder of Black Lives Matter LA. This report should include information on what 
occurred, the nature of the false 911 call, any information on the suspect or suspects and if their actions were 
politically motivated, and background on LAPD’s investigation into this matter.

PUBLIC SAFETY 


MOTION 


Motor Vehicle Thefts have increased significantly from 2019, with an approximately 34 
percent increase in these thefts year to date. This comes as the City has seen an overall decrease in 
property crime of approximately 8 percent over the same period. Motor Vehicle Thefts are a 
serious problem, and can create significant economic impacts on victims who cannot afford the 
loss of their vehicles, even for a short time, especially now that the City is experiencing a recession 
driven by the Coronavirus Pandemic. 

The Police Department should report to Council on the scope of this problem, and how the 
LAPD is addressing it. This report should include data on how many vehicles are later recovered, 
and on which areas of the City are seeing particularly troubling increases in Motor Vehicle Thefts. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Police Department be directed to report on the increase in 
Motor Vehicle Thefts in the City, which areas have seen the largest increase in number of thefts, 
what percentage of stolen vehicles are recovered, and on the steps the Department is taking to 
address this problem.

BUDGET AND FINANCE 


The Fifteenth Council District (CD 15) has received a request to donate one (1) 2002 GMC 2500 regular cab 
truck to the Harbor Interfaith Services. Harbor Interfaith Services is a 501(c)(3) tax-exempt non-profit 
organization that provides support services including shelter, transitional housing, food, job placement, 
advocacy, childcare, education, and life-skills training to the homeless and working poor. 

Section 22.547 of the Los Angeles Administrative Code provides that upon Council approval, surplus City 
equipment may be sold for less than market value to a non-profit organization located in the City of Los 
Angeles, which has been established exclusively to further the services provided by the City and its 
departments. Harbor Interfaith Services is located at 670 West 9 th Street in the City of Los Angeles. The 
donation of a 2002 GMC 2500 regular cab truck will allow Harbor Interfaith Services to further their 
humanitarian purposes and benefit residents of the City of Los Angeles by enabling them to augment 
community clean-up and outreach services. Providing these services advances Harbor Interfaith Service’s 
mission of providing support services to the homeless and working poor. The total fair market value of the 2002 
GMC 2500 regular cab truck is $3,352. which will be foregone revenue should it be donated. 

1 THEREFORE MOVE that the City Council: 

1. Find that Harbor Interfaith Services is eligible to purchase one 2002 GMC 2500 regular cab truck (VIN# 
1GTHC24U72E197533) at below market value ($1.00) in accordance with LAAC Sec. 22.547 
(Donation of Surplus City Equipment), as the recipient is a non-profit organization that has been 
established exclusively to further the services provided by the City; 

2. Request the City Attorney to expedite preparation of appropriate documents to effectuate the sale and 
transfer; and 

3. Instruct the City Clerk to inform Harbor Interfaith Services [Tahia Hayslet, Executive Director, (310) 
831-0603, 670 West 9 lh Street, San Pedro. CA 90731] that the surplus equipment must be claimed within 
60 days from the date of Council approval of the request or notification of availability of the equipment, 
whichever occurs later, at which time the equipment will revert to the City’s surplus equipment pool for 
disposal by the Department of General Services.

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, any official position of the City of Los Angeles with respect to legislation, rules, 
regulations or policies proposed to, or pending before, a local, state or federal governmental 
body or agency must have first been adopted in the form of a Resolution by the City Council 
with the concurrence of the Mayor; and 

WHEREAS, the United States Postal Service (USPS) is the nation's oldest government service, 
dating back to 1775, providing crucial delivery services for correspondence, parcels, 
government, commercial and numerous other kinds of mailings; and 

WHEREAS, in addition to handling and delivering tens of millions of pieces of mail on a daily 
basis, the USPS is a lifeline to the people residing in rural areas of the country, out of the reach 
of commercial parcel services and readily accessible internet connectivity; and 

WHEREAS, even though various online communications media and telephones have contributed 
to a reduction in the volume of first class mail in recent years, polling has shown that the USPS 
has consistently enjoyed the support of more than 90% of the public; and 

WHEREAS, over the past couple of decades various special interests and philosophically 
conservative policymakers have promoted the idea of privatizing the postal service, partly 
stemming from an underlying anti-government sentiment, and partially due to a belief that the 
USPS, which provides its very affordable service at a budgetary loss, should be run more like a 
commercial, for-profit business; and 

WHEREAS, these sentiments ignore the fundamental reality that, over the course of nearly 250 
years, the United States has long since determined which services can be conducted profitably by 
the private sector and which ones cannot, despite how \ ital they remain to the general public, 
with the USPS being a prime example of an unprofitable, but absolutely necessary service that 
would be severely disrupted by privatization; and 

WHEREAS, in recent months the administration of President Trump has taken steps to make 
changes to the USPS that appear to do several undesirable things, appointing a new Postmaster 
General with no USPS experience but alleged financial interests in competing private shipping 
firms to undertake a series of program "reforms" which are demonstrably slowing down postal 
deliveries on a nationwide basis, inconveniencing millions of people, disrupting business and, 
relevant to the upcoming General Election, threatening to render vote-by-mail operations 
unreliable; and 

WHEREAS, these changes include a hiring freeze, cancellation of overtime for employees, the 
attempted removal of hundreds of postal sorting machines and mail deposit boxes, an arbitrary 
downgrading of the handling service for election mail, and so on, with the USPS administration 



notifying 46 states that it can't guarantee the timely handling of mail-in ballots unless they 
change their deadlines for postmarks and reception; and 

WHEREAS, additionally, the USPS has been hobbled since 2006 by the Postal Accountability 
and Efficiency Act (PAEA), which has required the agency to establish and fund a $72 million 
trust fund to cover pensions for 75 years; and 

WHEREAS, it has been estimated that, if this requirement did not exist, the USPS would have 
operated at a profit since 2013, motivating members of Congress to propose H.R. 7015 to 
provide USPS with an infusion of up to $25 billion to allow it to operate properly, and H.R. 2382 
to repeal PAEA; and 

WHEREAS, this legislation has been stalled by political disagreements, but the House of 
Representatives soon is expected to revisit these pieces of legislation and look at additional 
proposals to address both the funding and operational issues facing the USPS. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, with the concurrence of the Mayor, that by the 
adoption of this Resolution, the City of Los Angeles hereby includes in its 2019-2020 federal 
Legislative Program support for H.R. 7015 and other actions which may be proposed to properly 
fund the United States Postal Service and halt and/or reverse all managerial and operational 
changes until Congress, the USPS Board of Governors and the Postal Regulatory Commission 
have been able to fully review and take action on such proposals; and 

I FURTHER MOVE, that the City also hereby include support for H.R. 2382 in its 2019-2020 
federal Legislative Program to relieve the USPS of the onerous obligation to be the only federal 
agency to be required to pre-fund a pension fund for 75 years.

The City owns a lot at 600 E. L Street in Wilmington, APN 7423026900, which has a 
number of uncapped oil wells on site, but is otherwise undeveloped. SBCC Thrive LA, a 501(c)(3) 
(SBCC) non-profit organization, has approached the City to request a lease for this site, which will 
be used for a community garden. SBCC currently runs another community garden on a site 
previously used for oil extraction, but has outgrown that location and is looking for new space. 
SBCC proposes to create a new community garden on this lot with raised planter boxes and 
prefabricated storage sheds on site. SBCC would also hold educational events at the site, and use 
of the site would be free for the community. Residents in the area have been surveyed, and 
indicated they are in support of this lot being turned into green space. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Department of General Services, with the assistance of the 
City Attorney’s Office and the City Administrative Officer, BE DIRECTED to negotiate a not- 
for-profit lease in the amount of $ 1/year for the City-owned parcel at 600 E. L Street, Wilmington, 
APN 7423026900, with SPCC Thrive LA, for the construction and operation of a community 
garden.
